They had a stock of 
goods valued at about fl,000, which was 
covered by insurance to the amount of 
$800 In the Phoenix, Montgomery & Stiull 
ageuta. Mr. Dodd regrets more than any- 
thing else the destruction of his newly 
built wheel houso for the placing of his 
bicyoles. It was of more value to him 
than the barn. He had built it in fine 
shape. 


The house across the alley from the 


barn, owned by J. B. Dlnges, was badly 
blistered by the heat. It caught fire sev- 
eral times, but tho firemen by prompt ac- 
tion saved it. 


Mr. Dodd is very grateful to the fire- 


men for their excellent work. Ho says 
they never did better work.

Starling Accidentally Collide.!! with and 


Kills u Rook In Midair. 


JninesCart<.-r.,.of Washam, Yorks, Eng- 


land, reports a happening tothe London 
Field the like of which seldom or never 
was observed before. 
In over 25 vol- 


umes of a well-known sportesmen's 
newspaper a similar incident has-not 
beeii reported. 


The Field say« that "a starling, fly- 


ing swiftly from its nest, collided with 
n passing rook, and the starling's beak 
penetrated the heudof the rook, causing 
instant death." rTnwks, of eourse.-often 
strike their game in midair and kill it, 
but in that case the collision is i-n.ten- 
tional.

Wild Animals That Inhabited England In 


Former Times. 


The beaver is one of the five mam- 


malian animals that have inhabited 
England in former times, and have be- 
come extinct within historic record,ac- 
cording to Notes and Queries. 


They are the true brown bear, (Ursits 


arctos), the beaver, (Castor fiber), the 
reindeer, (Tarandus rangii'er), the wild 
boar, (Sus scrofa), and the wolf, (Canis 
lupus). The bear was abundant in the 
north of England and in Scotland when 
this country was in the hands of the 
liomans, and many Caledonian bears 
were imported into Itome. They dis- 
appeared altogether in about 750. 


The beaver was numerous in some 


localities in the. north of Wales ill 040 
anfl ag'ain in 1188. There are records of 
them much later in Scotland. 


Reindeer were abundant in Scotland, 


and were hunted in Caithness in the 
year 11 SO. 


Wild boars were numerous when 


large tracts of wood gave them harbor. 
They wore hunted by the Tudors. They 
certainly existed in the year 1017, and 
probably much later. 


The wolf in England disappeared 


about 1-190. 


In Scotland wolves were numerous in 


1577. 
According to Pennant, they be- 


came extinct in logo.

LAVA CAVES. 


Itarlona FormatlonH Produced by the Ccol- 


Ing of Molten Musnen. 


The formation of ca\es in a lava 


stream is a, curious process, and one 
which the explorer in the Azores will 
be interested to renlire as his investi- 
gations proceed, and in these islands it 
has some remarkable and perfect illus- 
trations. It will be understood, says 
Outing, that the stream ftom a volcano 
soon begins to cool externally as it 
travels, but with a great stream, say 30 
or 40 feet thick, a long time passes be- 
fore it becomes finally cooled and solid 
to its center. A large body of melted 
lava still remains liquid in its interior, 
forming, as it were, a huge conduit or 
tube full of the white hot matter. As 
this accumulates by the continued sup 
ply from above the v ast pressure of the 
liquid on the lower end of the stream 
increases. The effect may be easily im- 
agined. The solid crust at the front of 
the flow breaks out; the melted interior 
rushes on again and the great tube is 
emptied of its contents so far as they 
remain liquid, leaving behind a hollow- 
cavern which may, and occasionally 
does, extend for nn uninterrupted 
length of several miles. In the courpe 
of ccntuiies subsequent eruptions mny 
deposit new beds of cinder or ash 
streams of lava to any extent above it 
but the cave so formed may remain In- 
tact.

particle of evidence in this case to show 
that tho defendant had in any possible 
way been connected with cither Mr. florin 
or Mr. .Toffros, and that they were both 
called into tho case at the solicitation of 
the plaintiff. 
And also that even if Mr. 


.Tcffrcs and Mr. Gorin hud over-persuaded 
the complainant in getting her to make 
this settlement complained of. that the 
defendant was not in any way responsible 
for it, and that she, tho complainant, 
could not take any advantage of it or 
make any complaint ubont it. 


In his experience upon the bench, the 


judge said, in all such matters parties 
generally looked around for a scape goat 
upon which to place tho blame, and the 
complainant had selected Mr. .Teffres as 
the scapegoat in this case. But to con- 
cede for a moment that Mr. .Teffres was 
unworthy of tho confidence reposed in 
him by plaintiff, it is astonishing that 
Mr. Gorin, of whom everyone has spoken 
in the highest, praise, and who is one ot 
the leading business men in this county, 
should co-i iicido with Mr. .Tei'fros in every 
thing that, Mr. .Toffies said or did. with 
the possible exception of requesting Mrs 
Bishop to settle tiie case without first SJL-- 
ing her lawyers. 


Courts of chancery will not permit a 


guardian to obtain any advantage over a 
ward during his minority, or within a 
short time alter his or her attaining ma- 
jority, and especially is this true while a 
ward remans after attaining majority, 
under the control and direction uf the 
guardian, as appears in this case. 


This is a woman of strong will power 


and it appears from the evidence, not 
only during the minority of the ward but 
after she attained her majority, evun up 
until her marriage with Mr, Nicholson, 
whom everybody rccogni/cs as a man of 
business ability and integrity, that the 
plaintiff and the defendant, not only in 
social matter, but in business matters, 
were of one-mintl and that mind was tho 
plaintiff's. That tho plaintiff had control 
of the defendant during all tho time of 
her minority and up to the time of her 
marriage, and after that she saw that her 
influence over the child was waning an;1. 
she could brook no interference with her 
authority and control. 
And this, to my 


mind,is tho beginning of this trouble and 
the beginning of the separation between 
mother and daughter. 
That tho plain- 


tiff gave her personal note to the ward for 
the balance due under her guardianship 
instead of the money shows conclusively 
to a court of chancery that she had ap 
propriated the proceeds of the farm to he >• 
own nsc in violation of her trust. 
It is 


the duty of guardians in the settlement; 
with wards to pay whatever is due in 
cash. And the fact that this 43,077 note 
was burned on the first Christmas after 
this report was niiidb shows conclusively 
to the court that this girl did not compre- 
hend the nature of the obligation and was 
under the absolute control and direction 
of the mother. Then when this deed was 
made by the child to the mother for this 
land without anjr etouskleration, it .shows 
that the mother's mind still was dominat- 
ing and controling th» child's. And vchile 
there may not have been actual fraud, 
yet so jealous are the courts of chancery 
of tho rights of minors that they will 
reach oat with a strong band and la? hold 
of property that has belonged to wards 
and has been unjustly taken from them 
by th«ir guardians before or after the 
wards have attained their majority and 
return it to the ward. And in tins case 
if tfce original suit had been tried and it 
had been ascertained that any of the retits 
of the farm bad gone into this homo in 
Decatur, that a court of chancery would 
have compelled the plaintiff to convey 
that property to tho ward, and would 
have compelled an accounsing for the 
rents after the ward's attaining major- 
ity, and would have compelled the pay- 
ment of tho $8,077 note. 


I think that tho settlement was fairly 


made without any duress or -fraud upon 
tho port of either Mr. Jeffres or Mr. Gorin 


ind that under the facts of this cose it 
was ft good settlement for tho paintift, 
niid she certainly is not in a position to 
njtkc any complaint about it. And in 
jy judgment one of the reasons why Mr. 
Gorin and Mr. .Teffres wero anxious to 
get a settlement of this case was that this 
plaintiff was continually running after 
them anil soliciting them in reference to 
this trouble and that they wen- exceeding- 
ly anxious to have the matter adjusted 


nit finally settled. 
Complaint is made about Mr. JeUres' 


conduct in this case. I have watched his 
testimony very closely and I must say 
that I have been unable to find a single 
thing in it calling for censure, 
frank, open and candid with the com- 
plainant and she certainly has no just 
cause of complaint against him.

conceding that this settlement was obtain- 
ed by fraud then as the destruction o£ this 
note of S3,077 and the conveyance of this 
laud was obtained by legal fraud on the 
part o£ tho plaintiff, then the law is that 
where both parties are guilty of fraud the 
eourt will leave them as they were aud 
assist neither party. Then in the execu- 
tion of this release iu April and the re- 
ceiving of 8125 therefor, was at that time?

either or both of them, and by the ac 
cepting of th.et money and the releasing 
of that paper she thereby ratified and con 
tinned the former settlement.
